2018 Governor of Haryana is pleased to formulate Integrated Mini Food Park scheme 
as per details given below : 
1. Introduction

The Government of Haryana has formulated Mini Food Park scheme as a part of Haryana Agri-business 
and Food Processing Policy 2018 . 
The Mini Food Park scheme shall be applicable to only “ C ” and “ D ” category blocks to support the 
growth of backward regions and to promote the balanced regional development. 
The state government shall focus on developing agro -processing clusters in the form of Mini-Food 
parks by promoting food processing industry near production areas i.e. rural and backward regions.

The scheme aims at development of modern infrastructure to encourage entrepreneurs to set up food 
processing units based on cluster approach . The scheme is to be implemented in area of horticulture / 
agriculture production identified through a mapping exercise. These mini food parks will help in 
reducing the wastage of the surplus produce and add value to the horticultural / agricultural produce 
which will result in increase of income of the farmers and create employment at the local level. 
There are certain capital intensive common facilities which are required to be created by food 
processing units irrespective of nature of their processing. These capital intensive facilities like cold 
storages, blast freezers, specialized packaging, IQF, warehousing etc . if developed as common facilities, 
will encourage entrepreneurs to set up more food processing units . The nature of operation of the food 
processing units also require developed basic enabling infrastructure to take care of continuous process , 
water supply , effluent treatment and clean surrounding , etc . There is a lack of such modern 
infrastructure in the country which is hampering the development of food processing sector. If this 
infrastructure is made available with the financial support from the government, there is a potential of 
developing food processing sector with much higher speed than it is today. 
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Objectives of the scheme 
2. 1 To create modern infrastructure for food processing closer to production areas & to support the growth 

of backward regions and to promote the balanced regional development. 
2 .2 To provide integrated and complete preservation infrastructure facilities from the farm gate to the 

consumer . 
2 .3 To create effective backward and forward linkages by linking groups of producer/ farmers to the 

processors and markets through well- equipped supply chain . 


Salient Features of the scheme 


3 . 1 


At least 5 food processing units with an aggregate investment of minimum INR 15 crore will be set up 
in the Mini Food Park . The Mini food park shall be set-up on minimum of 10 acres of land . These units 
can also be setup by the promoters/ developers and by other entrepreneurs. The investment in these 
units by the developer will not be eligible for grant under this scheme. 


3 .2 


Maximum of 10 Mini Food Parks shall be considered for Financial Assistance under this scheme during 
the Policy period which is 5 years from the date of Notification of the Scheme. 


3 . 3 


Food processing units will also be set up simultaneous to the creation of core infrastructure in the food 
park . The core infrastructure facilities being developed in the food park shall be as per the requirement 
of food processing units to be set up in the park or as per the available raw material for processing in the 
area . 


3 .4 Mini Food Park may be developed by: 
i. The promoter(s)/developers willing to set up own units in the food park and also allow 

utilization of common infrastructure to other units in the area ; 
The promoter (s )/developers willing to develop common infrastructure for use by the units to 
be set up in the food park by other entrepreneurs ; 
The promoter(s)/ developers willing to develop common infrastructure in the existing food 

park . 
3 .5 The extent of land required for establishing the Mini Food Park would depend upon the business plan of 

promoter / developer, which may vary from project to project. At least 10 acres of land for the project 
shall be arranged either by purchase or on lease of at least 30 years . The Government of Haryana grant 

shall not be used for procurement / purchase of land . 
3 .6 The food processing industries (except alcoholic products as well as units mentioned in negative list in 

the food processing policy ) may be permitted to be set up in these parks. Packaging facilities of food 
products as ancillary to the food processing industries ( proposed to be setup in the park ) may also be 

allotted land in the park . 
Components of the Scheme: 
4 . 1 The scheme will have following components: 
i. Basic enabling infrastructure : It will include site development including development of 

industrial plots , boundary wall, roads, drainage, water supply , electricity supply including 
power backup, effluent treatment plant, parking bay, weigh bridges, solar plant, common 
office space etc . However , the cost of basic enabling infrastructure not exceeding 50 % of 
the eligible project cost would be eligible for grant purpose . The cost of any basic 
enabling infrastructure outside the boundary wall of the mini food park will not be eligible 
for grant assistance . 
Core infrastructure: The common facilities will be based on the needs of the units which 
will be set up in these parks. The common facilities of capital intensive nature may include 
like food testing laboratory, cleaning, grading, sorting and packing facilities, boilers, dry 
warehouse , cold storage, pre -cooling chambers , ripening chambers , IQF, specialized 
packaging , other common processing facilities, etc. Only the technical civil works and plant 
and machinery shallbe considered for grant under this scheme.

iii. The above mentioned facilities are only illustrative and the exact nature of facilities may 

vary from project to project based on requirements of the units in the park and availability 

of agriculture / horticulture produce in the catchment area of the project. 
4 .2 Any modification in the common facilities / core infrastructure after approval of the proposal will only 

be approved by the State Level committee for Food Processing (SLC -FP ). 
Pattern of Assistance 
5 . 1 The Mini Food Park Scheme envisages grants -in -aid @ 50 % of eligible project cost with maximum 

limit of INR 10 crore to be provided to promoter /developer only for developing any of above given 
facilities as approved by the SLC - FP . The grants -in -aid will be credit linked but not back -ended . The 
eligible project cost will exclude cost of land, pre -operative expenses and margin money for working 
capital from the total project cost. The registered value of the land would be taken as part of the total 
project cost. The grant shall not be used for procurement/purchase of land . 
Maximum of 10 Mini Food Parks shall be considered for Financial Assistance during the Policy period 

which is 5 years from the date of Notification of the Scheme. 
Promoters/Developers : 
6 . 1 Promoters /Developers as individuals or organizations such as Govt./private/ PSUs/ Joint Ventures/ 

NGOs/Cooperatives/ Self Help Groups (SHGs)/ Farmer Producer. 
Organizations (FPOs)/Farmer Producer Companies(FPCs)/Private Sector/ partnership firm /etc. will be 

eligible for financial assistance under the scheme. 
6 .2 

The Promoters/ Developers would be responsible for the following: 
i. To formulate the Detailed Project Report (DPR ) and execute the project in a transparent, 

efficient and timely manner . 
ii. To procure /purchase land and ensure external infrastructure linkages for the project. 

To obtain statutory approvals/clearances including environmental clearances, which are 
prerequisite for commencement and operation of the project. 
To achieve financial closure and ensure timely completion of the project in specified 
timelines. 
To own and maintain the enabling infrastructure and common facilities. 
To receive grant-in -aid under the Scheme, and to ensure its utilization in a transparent and 
judiciousmanner. 
To maintain proper accounts of the project implementation and the maintenance of 

infrastructure and common facilities after commissioning of the project. 
viii. Every promoter/developer will publish the user charges/ hiring rates for common facilities and 

lease rental rates / sale price for plots in park on their websites and also on a board at the gate 
of the mini food park for wider information of the prospective investors . Rate of plots in the 
Mini Food Park will also be made available to the State Government for uploading on their 

websites . 
ix . The promoter / developer may sell / lease plots in mini food park to other food processing 

units. But the common facilities in the mini food park cannot be sold or leased out. They 

can only be offered to units on rentalbasis. 
Eligibility criteria for the promoter /developer: 
7. 1 The combined net worth of the promoter/developer shall not be less than 1.5 times the grant amount 

sought. 
72 The promoter/developer needs to bring in at least 20 % of the total project cost as equity / contribution . 

The promoter /developer needs to bring in term loan from the Bank /Financial Institution for an amount 
not less than 20 % of the project cost. 
The land for the project shall be arranged by the promoter/developer either by purchase or on lease of at 
least 20 years.

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7 .5 Any entity / applicant which has availed financial assistance for a project under the scheme of the 

Government of India, will not be eligible to apply for another project under same scheme of state 

government. 
7 .6 The promoter (s )/ developers of the Mini Food Park approved by the state government will be eligible for 

availing financial assistance under other schemes of State / Central Governments including MOFPI for 

setting up of the unit(s) in these mini food park ( s). 
Inviting of Applications /proposals 
A proposal for the proposed Mini Food Park will be submitted online by the applicant in the prescribed 
application format ( Annexure-II) along with following information /documents ; 

Detailed Project Report (DPR ) consisting of technical , commercial, financial and management aspect of 
the project. The promoter should have identified exact location of the mini food park , potential investors 
for food processing units in the mini food park , proposed level of investment including the estimated 
project cost, the proposed means of finance and the number and type of food processing units along with 
complete details (Also refer contents in the Annexure - III ). 
Final term loan sanction from the Bank / Financial Institution . 
A detailed appraisal note from the Bank / Financial Institution . 
Certificate of incorporation / registration of the applicant firm , Memorandum and Articles of Association in 
case of Company/ Bye laws of the Society , Co -operative , Self Help Group / Registered partnership deed , 
etc . 
Bio -data/background / experience of the project promoter (s) / developer. 
Documents in support of net-worth of the promoter/developer. 
Annual reports and Audited Financial Statement of Accounts of the applicant firm /company /cooperative/ 
Partnership / Self Help Group , etc . for last three years (in case of existing units ). 
Documents in support of land title in the name of the applicant or land lease, duly registered with 
the competent authority for not less than the period of 30 years. The proposals having ownership 
and possession of suitable land with Change in Land Use (CLU ) for the project will be given 
preference. 
Undertaking by promoter /developer as per Annexure -IV . 
All pages of the proposal are to be properly numbered and the proposal should contain an Index as first 
page of the proposal indicating the various documents submitted along with page number, failing which 

the proposal is likely to be rejected . 
Sanctioning and Disbursal Authority : 
9 . 1 Sanctioning Authority : The State Level Committee for Food Processing (SLC - FP ) under the 

chairmanship of Additional Chief Secretary Industries and Commerce Department, Haryana would 
evaluate and approve /sanction the proposals . The other members of the committee shall be as under:

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The concerned department would be involved in the evaluation of project & it will be based 
on the requirement and type of proposal only one relevant member shall be associated in the 
committee , keeping in view the nature of the project out of serial no . 3 ,4 , & 5 above. Any other member in 
addition to above can also be co -opted by the Chairman keeping in view the requirement of the proposal . 
The quorum of the committee shall be four. The criteria for evaluation of the proposal by the SLC - FP is 
given at Annexure- I, However minimum 60 % marks shall be qualifying criteria . 
Disbursal Authority : The Directorate of Industries and Commerce Department Haryana shall be 

competent to disburse the grant after compliance of the requisite formalities. 
Release of Funds: The grants - in -aid will be released to promoter / developer in three installments as below : 
10 . 1 First installment of 35 % of the total approved grant will be released to the promoter/ developer in the 

designated Bank account after incurring an expenditure of 35 % of the bank term loan and 35 % of 
promoter/ developer contribution / equity on eligible project cost and submission of following 
documents : 

Opening of dedicated bank account in a nationalized bank . 
ii. CA certificate for actual expenditure on the components of the basic enabling infrastructure of the 

project duly certified by the promoter/developer indicating utilization of at least 35 % of term loan 
& 35 % of promoter / developer contribution / equity as per Annexure- V . 
Certificate from Chartered Engineer (Civil) for technical civil works indicating item wise progress 
on approved components, cost, quantity , manufacturers /suppliers and comment on quality and 
status of implementation duly countersigned by the promoter/ developer (Annexure- VI). 
Certificate from Chartered Engineer (Mechanical ) for plant and machinery indicating item wise 
progress on approved components, cost, quantity , manufacturers/suppliers and comment on quality 
and status of implementation duly countersigned by the promoter/developer (Annexure - VII ). 
Certificate from the concerned bank / financial institution ( Annexure - VIII ) which has sanctioned 
and disbursed term loan for the project certifying that: 
(a ) It has disbursed 35 % of the total sanctioned term loan and the same being used on the 

approved components; and 
(b ) Has no objection for disbursement of 35 % of the grant- in -aid being released by the state. 
Surety Bond ( Annexure -IX ) to be executed by the promoter/developer on a Non -Judicial stamp 
paper of not less than Rs. 100 , duly notarized and signed by two independent witnesses ( other than 
promoters ) along with Board resolution /certificate from Board of Directors/promoters/developers 
(as applicable ) authorizing one of the directors/partners as authorized signatory of documents . 

“ Consent to Establish ” for the project from State PCB . 
viii. PFMS (CGA) Registration of promoter/developer and Mandate Form (Annexure- X ). 
ix. Physical Inspection report by a team comprising of concerned joint director/ deputy director-DIC 

and officer from directorate of Industries, technical resource from NIFTEM Chotu Ram 

Engineering College Murthal. 
X . Any other condition which may be specified from time-to -time. 
10 .2 Second installment of 40 % of the total approved grant will be released to the promoter /developer in the 

designated Bank account after incurring an expenditure of 75 % of the bank term loan and 75 % of 
promoter /developer contribution /equity on eligible project cost and submission of the following 
documents : 
i. Statement indicating 100 % utilization of first installment of grant duly signed by the 

promoter/developer and countersigned by the CA (Annexure - XI). 
CA certificate for actual expenditure on each of the components of the project indicating 
utilization of 75 % of term loan and 75 % promoter/developer contribution / equity. 
Details of unsecured loan ( along with PAN numbers of lenders) or bridge loan , if any, duly 
certified by Chartered Accountant and countersigned by the promoter/developer are to be given 
( Annexure - V ). 
Completion of enabling infrastructure . 
Statement of Bank account / Financial Institution relating to the project. 
Certificate from Chartered Engineer (Civil ) for technical civil works indicating item wise progress 
on approved components, cost, quantity , manufacturers /suppliers and comment on quality and 
status of implementation duly countersigned by the promoter/ developer.

vii. Certificate from Chartered Engineer (Mechanical ) for plant and machinery indicating item wise 

progress on approved components, cost, quantity, manufacturers/suppliers and comment on 

quality and status of implementation duly countersigned by the promoter/developer . 
viii. Certificate from the concerned bank / financial institution which has sanctioned and disbursed term 
loan for the project certifying that: 

It has disbursed 75 % of the total sanctioned term loan and the same being used on the 

approved components ; and 
b . Has no objection for disbursement of 40 % of the grant- in -aid being released by the state. 
Proof of 100 % allotment of leasable plots / areas to food processing units . 
Physical Inspection report by a team comprising of concerned joint director/ deputy director-DIC 
and officer from directorate of Industries, technical resource from NIFTEM / Chotu Ram 

Engineering College Murthal . 
x . Any other condition which may be specified from time-to-time. 
10 .3 Third & final installment of 25 % of the approved grant will be released to promoter/developer in the 

designated Bank account on completion of the project and submission of following documents : 
i. Statement indicating 100 % utilization of second installment of grant duly . 
ii . Physical Inspection report by a team comprising of concerned joint director/ deputy director-DIC 

and officer from directorate of Industries, technical resource from NIFTEM / Chotu Ram 

Engineering CollegeMurthal. 
Time Schedule: 
11 . 1 The time schedule for completion and operationalization of project will be 24 months from the date of 

approval unless extended by state government for the reasons to be recorded . 
11.2 The promoter/developer shall make all possible efforts to complete the project as per the stipulated 

timelines committed to while seeking approval for the project. In case of non -adherence to stipulated 
timeline, except in case of force de majeure or reasons beyond the control of promoter/developer, the 
state level committee may consider imposing appropriate penalty in terms of reducing the grant amount, 

on case to case basis . 
11 .3 In case of non -adherence of time lines, a penalty of 1 % of the quantum of installment amount due for 

release for that installment, will be imposed for each month s delay beyond the stipulated timeline . The 
maximum amount of penalty , however, shall not exceed 10 % of the installment to be released to 

promoter/developer. 
11.4 In the event of promoter/developer withdrawing from executing the project and the project not being 

completed by the promoter/developer for any reason , the grant-in -aid amountreleased will be returned by 
the promoter /developer along with interest @ 12 % p .a. accrued thereon to the industries department 

within 30 days of communication of the order for refund of such grant. 
Project Monitoring and Evaluation : 
12. 1 The industries department will periodically review the progress of the projects under the Scheme. 
12 .2 Pre and post inspection would also be undertaken by the Industry officials and State Level Committee for 

Food Processing (SLC -FP ) to find out the physical, financial and operational progress as and when 

required . 
12 .3 The decision of the SLC -FP shall be final and binding on all concerned parties on the interpretation of 

the provisions of these guidelines and the matters related / incidental thereto . 
Court s Jurisdiction : 
13. 1 Any dispute arising out of selection of proposals and implementation of approved project under this 

scheme guideline will be subject to Courts / Tribunals having jurisdiction over Chandigarh .
